We suggest if the CW (10100 - 10130) or PSK (10140 - 10142) portions of the band have 
few signals being seen due to poor band conditions then look higher at 10142 - 10144 for Con- 
testia, Olivia, etc weak signal modes or for sure if very poor propagation give JT65a a try at 
10138 - 10139 just below 10140. 

To add a twist to this weekend please give Video Text a try to show your State/Country 
on the waterfall so others can see at a glance on the waterfall where the signal is from and/or 
use Video ID (i.e. KB9UMT will use either Video Text of 'IL' or Video ID of ‘KB9UMT' or for 
PA3GWH would use Video Text of 'PA' or Video ID of ‘PA3GWH'). For more information go to 
the www.30mdg.net site for a link to Video Text ID/Text information.

The Almaty 2011 Award. The Almaty Amateur Radio League established the Almaty 2011 award. 
It is issued to all the licensed radio amateurs as well as to SWL for QSOs/SWL with special 
stations (UP2011 and UN2011 suffixes) active during the 7™ Asian Winter Games in Almaty and 
Almaty radio amateurs (call sign suffix starting with letters "G" or "Q"). The award has 3 
classes of diploma and a Trophy (plaque). 

To meet the award conditions one must make the following number of QSOs in the pe- 

riod from 30 January to 6 February 2011: 
For 3rd Class Award - 5 points (QSOs with 2 special call stations are compulsory), 
For 2nd Class Award - 7 points (QSOs with 3 special call stations are compulsory), 
For 1st Class Award - 11 points (QSOs with 5 special call stations are compulsory), 
Trophy (plaque) - 20 points and more (is compulsory QSO with all 9 special call). 

Almaty stations provide the following scores - UN2011G - 3 points; UP2011 - 2 points 
each and UN#G and UN#Q - 1 point each. Contacts made on any radio amateur band in any mode 
are acceptable. 1%, 2" and 3 class diplomas are issued in electronic format free of charge. 
Those who request to receive the printed copy of diploma will need to pay the actual cost of 
printing and postage (in total 6 USD). Cost of plaque - 30 USD + actual postage depending on 
destination. Hard printed QSL cards are not required. Applicant's log is required showing basic 
information about the contacts actually made including - Your call name and family (for award). 
Date, timing, band, call sign, RS/RST exchanged (in Excel or Word file).
